At approximately 11:30 a.m. 
on Wednesday, Sept. 12 in 
Hickman, Ky., a tug boat that 
was tied up at the Wepfer Ma¬ 
rine mooring caught fire in what 
appeared to be the engine room 
area. The fire was reported to 
the Hickman Fire Department 
by the Fulton County Sheriff’s 
Office. 

Wepfer Marine crewmembers 
initially began fighting the fire. 
They were immediately joined 
by the crew of the Dorena/ 
Hickman Ferry, the Hickman 
Fire Department, the US Coast 
Guard, and mutual aid from the 
Cayce and Fulton fire depart¬ 
ments. 

Hickman Volunteer Fire Chief 
Jackie Duncan informed Terry 
Roncali, of Wepfer Marine, that 
the origin of the fire has been 
determined to have come from 
either the hot water heater or the 
refrigerator. “Both appliances 
are recently purchased from 
Lowes,” commented Roncali.

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“This is really a hard hit to 
us,” he said. “Along with the 
river issues that we have had to 
face. This is going to be very ex¬ 
pensive. I would guess close to 
a hundred thousand dollars.” 

Roncali gratefully report¬ 
ed no injuries and was very 
pleased with the quick response 
from all three fire departments. 
“They worked so hard to save 
the structure of the boat,” com¬ 
mented Roncali. 

His crew also received as¬ 
sistance from Dorena/Hickman 
Ferry personnel, the sheriff’s 
department, and Coffey Con¬ 
struction. “It is because of their 
quick response that we have a 
vessel that we can put back to¬ 
gether,” he said. 

“We have about 15 men 
working on the boat, as of Sept. 
13, and we hope to have it back 
in operation as early as Monday, 
Sept. 17.” 

The fire was contained within 
two hours with approximately 
13 firefighters on the scene from 
Hickman, Cayce and Fulton.

Commission increase taxes 4%, receives 
favorable report on waste water plant

Electing to take the four 
percent increase for real and 
personal property for 2012, a 
public hearing was held prior 
to the Hickman Commission 
meeting Monday night. Sept. 10 
seeking public comment about 
the proposal. With no public 
comments entertained opposing 
the increase, the first reading 
of Ordinance 12-22 raising the 
real tax rate from 33.2 to 36.1 
and personal property to 36.1 
from 32.4. The second reading 
will be held on Monday, Oct. 8 
at 7 p.m. This increase will be 
reflected on the 2012 tax bills, 
which will be mailed to all 
residents at the end of October. 
Taxes are due and payable to 
City Hall without penalty until 
December 31, 2012. 

The last evaluation Vince 


Priddle with the Division of 
Water presented to the city 
reflected the hard work Public 
Works Director Mike Hartigan, 
public works employees, and 
the city have made at the waste 
water treatment plant. Priddle 
performed an inspection on 
August 10 and was pleased with 
the improvements and repairs 
made, stating “No violations 
observed.” “He was pleased with 
our progress,” stated Hickman 
City Manager Larry Myatt. 

After paying off one Kentucky 
Infrastructure Authority (KIA) 
loan last year. The Commission 
approved the payoff of another 
loan to have them around 
$21,373 in interest payments, 
freeing up $7,000 a month. Plans 
are to put some of that $7,000 
back each month for future 
improvements while currently 
maintaining the infrastructure 


in the city. “It was a struggle to 
get to this point,” stated Mayor 
David Lattus. “We need to plan 
accordingly for the future.” 

Ordinance 12-21, Motor 
Vehicles and Watercraft Tax 
Rate for 2013 was also adopted 
by the Commission on Sept. 10 
with the rate set at 23.4 cents on 
motor vehicles and water crafts 
and a special tax rate of 4.7 cents 
of every $ 100 assessed valuation 
to raise sufficient revenue to pay 
for fire apparatus equipment. 

A deed transferring property 
from the City to Harold D. 
Coffey Construction Company 
was also approved with the 
reading and adoption of 
Resolution 12-35. Coffey’s bid 
in the amount of $7,500 was 
accepted during a special called 
meeting held on August 23. The

5. The federally funded project, 
with the appraisals, attorney 
fees, and the ditch clean out 
expenses being covered by 
the Levee Board, totaling 
approximately $150,000. It has 
taken countless many hours and 
work by the levee board.

Corps of Engineers and others 
to get this long awaited project 
underway. Once the work is 
complete, it will help the levee 
board achieve the status they 
need in order for the levee to be 
certified. 

The clean out project began 
back on August 2 with a second 
excavator added on August 15. 
The board feels they are more 
than half finished with the clean 
out process. Expenses so far on 
the project have been $26,667 
with $50,000 budgeted for the 
work. At this point, Weatherly 
feels they will come in under 
budget or right at budget with 
a projected completion time in 
a couple of weeks. “The ditch 
was dug in 1973,” he said. 
“This is the first time it has been 
significantly cleaned out since 
then.” The dry weather this 
year aided in the success of this 
project. 

Steve Preuett asked for a two 
year extension on the mowing 
contract he has with the board. 
He began mowing for the levee 
board in 2011 Preuett is thinking 
about sowing some clover on the 
levee to make the first cut more 
profitable, and doesn’t want 
to do it without the extension. 
Weatherly asked to review the 
contract first, but agreed with 
Secretary/Treasurer Jim Major 
having some consistency would

September 17, 2012, began 
the national celebration of 
Constitution Week. The 
weeklong commemoration 
of America’s most important 
document is one of our country’s 
least known official observances. 
Our Constitution stands as a 
testament to the tenacity of 
Americans throughout history 
to maintain their liberties and 
freedom, and to ensure those 
inalienable rights to every 
American. 


The tradition of celebrating 
the Constitution was started 
many years ago by the Daughters 
of the American Revolution 
(DAR). In 1955, the Daughters 
petitioned Congress to set aside 
September 17-23 annually to 
be dedicated for the observance 
of Constitution Week. The 
resolution was later adopted by 
the U.S. Congress and signed 
into Public Law #915 on August 
2, 1956 by President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. The aims of the

celebration are to (1) emphasize 
citizens’ responsibilities for

Hickman Police Chief Tony 
Grogan continues to assist Myatt 
delivering non-compliance 
letters to property owners.

be good. “It has a lot of potential 
to have good quality hay,” 
added Major. Both sides agreed 
to work together on awarding 


the extension without having to 
rebid it or rework the contract 
eventually. Overall the board 
has been pleased with Preuett’s 


work, but did point a couple 
of areas where improvements 
could be made. Ultimately they 
would love to get the mowing 
expenses down below, or at 
least break even with, what they 
receive in taxes. They currently 
receive about $5,000 a year in 
taxes in the levee district and 
mowing expenses are around 
$9,000 a year. 

The Southernmost section 
of the rip rap project has been 
awarded and work will begin 
soon. “Others will follow,” 
stated Weatherly. “Once the rip 
rap is covered with sod it will 
aid in making the mowing easier 
in that area.” 

Weatherly and Major 
discussed the possibility of 
pursuing a Delta Regional 
Authority grant to purchase an 
excavator with board members 
Larry Langford, Doug Voorhees 
and Mark Williams. Right now 
two excavators are being rented 
to clear the ditch located at 
the pumping station. It would 
cut their expenses for future 
cleaning of the ditch and other 
work on the levee if they had 
one at their disposal. “We 
would just be out the fuel and 
operator costs,” said Langford. 
They agreed to have someone 
come speak with them during 
the October meeting before 
pursuing the matter any further. 

Upcoming meetings usually 
attended by members of the 
board include the Mississippi 
Valley Flood Control 
Association (MVFCA) fall 
meeting in Washington DC in 
September and the MVFCA 
annual meeting in New Orleans, 
La. 

The board agreed to meet in 
regular session on Wednesday, 
Oct. 10 at 8 am. in the boardroom 
of the Fulton County Office
